My Dear Flock: 


We have spoken of the serious 
obligation incumbent on par- 
ents to rear their children as 
children of God, which they be- 
come not by birth, but by super- 
natural rebirth effected by Bap- 
tism. We have noted that chil- 
dren cannot be so reared unless 
the home be religious, and un- 
less parents instruct them and 
guide them along the path of vir- 
tue. The home will be a “do- 
mestic church” only if the pres- 
ence of God be felt in its atmos- 
phere. We have observed—and 
the fact only needs to be stated 
to be accepted—that when fath- 
er and mother differ in religion, 
or when one of them does not 
practice it, a religious home, a 
domestic church, a supernatural 
atmosphere, will not be possible. 


If Catholic parents accepted 
literally, and not as a figure of 
speech, ‘the frequent declarations 
of St. John and St. Paul that 
the regenerated child becomes a 
“child of God,” a “son of -God,” 
an “elect of God,” a “new creat- 
ure,” they would certainly do all 
in their power, by example, by 
encouragement, by instruction, 
ionship, to see to it that their 


“child would “grow in grace and 


wisdom” as it grows in age. 


Mixed marriages do not neces- 
sarily mean pbroken homes, but 
they create, to use the words of 
our Divine Savior Himself, “a 
house divided against itself,” in 
which Catholic children are 
reared in doubt and uncertainty, 
in which they simply cannot re- 
ceive that encouragement to 
piety, for which the united 
efforts of both parents is 
needed. 

No father has the right to 
turn over to the mother the full 
responsibility of training the 
children properly; and the mo- 
ther, whose influence is greatest

Polish Exile Offered 
Two Months’ Supply 
Of Food By UNRRA 


many persons in Britain, including 
many non-Catholics, are indignant 
at the insulting title of “ j 
Carrot” officially bestowed by UN- 
RRA, upon the new attempt to 

rsuade exiled Poles to return 
ake by offering them two months’ 
supply of canned food. 

The plan, sponsored by the Brit- 
ish, French and United States mil- 
itary governments, and its titles 
are described in Free Europe, Lon- 
don monthly review, as an “intol- 
erable insult.” ee 

“If it is thought likely that the 

romise of two months’ food might 
nduce these hundreds of thousands 
to alter the decision for which they 
have already suffered so much for 
so long, then that is only an in- 
dictment of those responsible for 
the displaced persons’ camps for 
not feeding them properly,” it 
writes. “But in fact it is not at 
all likely that,.however hungry, 
they will be persuaded to go to 
live under the N.K.V.D. (Soviet 
secret police) by being called don- 


eys. 

“UNRRA’s desire is to secure 
repatriation by any means what- 
ever, however ignoble, short of 
physical foree. It is with dismay 
that we read Section (c) of Reso- 
lution No. 99 passed by the UN- 
RRA. Council im Geneva: ‘(1) 
That the Administration shall re- 
move all UNRRA personnel who 
discourage repatriation; (2) That 
the Administration shall admit to

voluntary agency personnel as un- 
dertake not to discourage repatria- 
tion, and shall remove such per-

“To say almost anything that is 
true about the present regimes in 
Poland, the Ukraine, the Baltic 
States or Yugoslavia is to ‘dis- 
courage repatriation.’ ” 

In like manner, The Tablet, Lon- 
don Catholic weekly, writes: 

“We appeal across the Atlan- 
tic to Cardinal Spellman and all 
the great Catholic electorate of 
New York City to inform them- 
selves closely about these policies 
of UNRRA, for which a New York 
public figure, ex-Mayor La Guar- 
dia, must be held responsible; pol- 
icies which have so greatly taken 
this turn for the worse since he 
appeared in Europe, policies which 
are plainly directed to forcing 
Christian populations and individ- 
uals to submit themselves to anti- 
Christian Government.” 

A new step by UNRRA author- 
ities in the British zone of Ger- 
many—and described by the Tab- 
let- as “more intolerable than any 
—has been published. It is a state- 
ment which declares: 

“It is a fact that many mar- 
rages among displaced persons 
are taking place without the per- 
mission of the competent autho- 
rities. This is contrary to the 
law.” All displaced persons wish- 
ing to marry must write for per- 
mission to the UNRRA office at 
Herford, Westphalia, the state- 
ment adds. There it will be con- 
sidered “in consultation” with the 
emissaries of the Warsaw regime, 

That is to say, the applicants 
must fill in forms giving their 
places of birth and the names of 
their relatives living wnder the 
rule’of the political police in Po- 
land and send these to a source 
from which these details will at 
once be communicated to the N.K. 
V.D. Otherwise they may not 
marry.

True To Christ Unto Dea 


Saint Irenaeus (2nd Century) 
Appraises Church 


In his Epistle to the Corinthians, St. Cle- 
ment, the last Pope of the first century, 
emphasized the fact that there is only one 
way for any churchman to have authority 
in the Church of Christ, and that is through 
Apostolic succession. Only a few years later 
St. Ignatius, the Bishop of Antioch, empha- 
sized the need of “Apostolic Succession” in 
all his exhortations addressed to the church- 
es of Asia. 


St. Irenaeus (130-202) instructed by St. 
Polycarp, later becoming Bishop of Lyons, 
is probably best able to talk on the Church 
in the second century. He tells us that he 
knew the Roman Church well, as well as the 
heresies which, up to that time, had arisen 
against it. He mentions the names of twelve 
Popes who immediately succeeded Peter, 
eight of whom ruled during his own life- 
time. These latter are the ones who govern- 
ed the Church through the second century. 
Irenaeus died a martyr for the faith. He is 
known as one of the “Fathers” of the 
Church. 


In His Adversus Haereses, like Pope Cle- 
ment, he lays special emphasis on “Apos- 
tolic Succession,” and refutes heretics 


The Popes Of The 
Second Century 


Note: If there are some discrepancies 
among authors between the dates on which 
the early Popes began their pontificate and 
on which they died it is due to false calcu- 
lations of early chroniclers, which were 
copied in the Liberian Catalogue. 

You are familiar with the fact that some 
historians even place the date of Christ's 
death as the year 29, while others place it 
at the year 33. 


5—St. Evaristus, martyr-—1!07 


Irenaeus and Hippolytus list Evaristus 
as the immediate successor of St. Clement. 
Eusebius also, in his Ecclesiastical History 
places Evaristus immediately after Clement 
in the list of Popes. 

Since most of his time had to be spent 
with the Christians in =the Catacombs, 
marked for death, historians have little to 
record on this Pope. 

According to the Roman Breviary, Pope 
Evaristus conferred the priesthood on six 
persons, the Episcopate on 5, and Diaconate 
on two.

Second Century 
Church History 


In his History of the Christian Church, 
page 50, G. P. Fisher writes of this cen- 
tury: “It was the heroic age in the history 
of the Church when the whole might of the 
Roman Empire was vigorously encountered 
by the unarmed and unresisting adherents 
of the Christian faith.” 


The reader will note that all the Popes of 
the second century, as well as the first, died 
martyrs. 

The third official persecution under 
Emperor Trajan raged during the pontifi- 
cate of Evaristus, during which he and the 
great St. Ignatius of Antioch were mar- 
tyred. 

During the Pontificate of Evaristus a 
new sect arose, championed by a certain 
Basilides. He taught that the Holy Spirit 
and not the Son of God became Incarnate in 
human form. He also affirmed that in the 
sacrifice of the cross Christ had miracul- 
ously taken the form of Simon Cyrene who 
was crucified in His stead. 

Pope Alexander I also reigned during the 
Trajan persecution. 

In most martyrologies. St. Alexander fs 
mentioned with Eventius and Theodulus

Marriages, Catholics Reply To 


‘Warning’ Of Anglican Bishop 


London, Nov. 4.—(NC)—In answer to a speech by the 


Protestant Archbishop of York in which he warned English} 
Protestants contemplating marriage with a Catholic not to 


sign what he termed “humiliating” documents regarding 


their children, Catholic spokesman pointed out that the Cath-| 


olic Church does not want mixed marriages and that “no| 
Catholic wants Anglicans to accept + 


humiliating conditions of mar- 
riage.” 

The attack by the Protestant 
churchman—Dr. Cyril Garbett, 
Archbishop of York, second dio- 
cese of Britain’s state-established | 
church—on the long-standing and 
generally accepted mixed marriage 
arrangements in this country 


caused both surprise and some-/ 


thing of a front-page sensation: so 
rarely is the Catholic Church here 
criticized in so public a manner. 

Dr. Garbett, who made his at- 
tack in an address to his diocesan 
synod, is believed to have been in- 


fluenced in his statement by a re- 
cent visit to the British zone in 
Germany where a number of Brit- 
ish service men are marrying Ger- 
man girls. Mixed marriages are a 
serious problem in Britain where 
only about one person in 20 is a 
Catholic. 


“I feel it necessary to ask An- 
glicans to do their utmost to dis- 
suade members of our Church from 
signing this document,” Dr. Gar- 
bett said. A mixed marriage, he 
pointed out, must be performed in 
the presence of a Catholic priest, 
and is only recognized as valid by 
the Catholic Church on condition 
that both parties solemnly prom- 
ise to bring up all children as 
Catholics and that the non-Catho- 
lic party promises not to inter- 
fere in any way with the religious 
practice of the Catholic partner. 


On the other side of the docu- 
ment, the Archbishop added, is a 
request. for the marriage to be 
allowed. 


“This is in Latin and it re- 
states not only that the above- 
mentioned pledges have been given 
but in addition, and this is not 
always known, that the Roman 
Catholic promises to do all within 
his or her power to induce the 
other party to embrace the true 
faith. 


“This document means that 
while freedom is secured to the 
Roman Catholic, it is denied to the 
Anglican. It means that the An- 
glican fathers or mothers married 
to Roman Catholics are deprived 
of the right tos influence the 
spiritual and religious upbring- 
ing of their children. It means 
disloyalty to the Church of their 
baptism and of their fathers. 


“It is a humiliating condition 
asked of the Anglican before mar- 
riage with a Roman Catholic. And 
neither Anglican nor Roman Cath- 
olic should be intimidated by any 
warnings or threats that a mixed 
marriage in one of our churches 
would be invalid. 


“It would not indeed be recog- 
mized by the Roman Catholic 
Church but it would be a mar- 
riage in the sight of God and in 
accordance with the laws both of 
the Church and the State of this 
realm.” 


Replies from the Catholic auth- 
orities came quickly. Archbishop 
Peter E. Amigo, of Southwark, 
preaching at Hastings, said the 
Catholic Church does not want 
mixed marriages either. 7 


“If there are mixed marriages 
we rightly insist, and shall con- 
tinue to insist, that all the chil- 
dren shall be brought up as Cath- 
olics, and that the Protestant 
party shall not interfere with the 
religion of the Catholic party,” he 
said. 

““We want the faith to be strong 
in the hearts of Catholic people, 
and we feel that faith is weakened 
by mixed marriages.”

Honor Sexton Who 
Rang The ‘Angelus’ 
And Saved Village 


Brussels, Nov. 4 —(NC)— The 
sound of trumpets came from the 
spire of the parish church of the 
village of Waimes near Malmedy. 
Everybody knew the tune, men, 
women and children: !t was the 
old hymn “Laudate Mariam.” And 
everybody knew, too, why the hymn 
was being pleyed. Here is the 
story: 

This time, two years ago, the 
tide of battle was sweeping across 
that southeastern corner of Bel- 
gium, just a few miles from the 


German border. The Germans 
were retreating; the Americans 
were on their heels. A German 


rearguard stubbornly defended 
Waimes, an important crossroads. 


Infantry attacks had failed and 
the American commander was on 
the point of ordering the bomb- 
ardment of Waimes to reduce Ger- 
man resistance.. This ‘would have 
meant the complete destruction of 
the village. 


Just at this moment, the Ameri- 
can officer at his command post 
heard the Angelus ring from the 
spire of the village. . As a Cath- 
olic, he recited the Angelus pray- 
ers and became suddenly clear to 
him that the Germans must have 
left or they would not have allow- 
ed the bell to be tolled. The or- 
der for the bombardement was not 
given and the Americans occupied 
the village without meeting any 
resistance. 

It was the sexton of Waimes,— 
his name is Joseph Piette—who 
rang the Angelus at the appointed 
i ee there were still a 
ew German troops in the village. 
And it was in honor of the salen, 
whose intrepid action had saved 
his church and his village from des- 
truction, that that “Laudate Mar- 
iam” was played from the steeple 
on the anniversary of the day when

chiefly on the basis that their teaching 
differs from that of the Apostles. 


“They who would behold truth,” he 
writes, “may see in every Church the Apos- 
tolic faith manifested to the whole world; 
and we can enumerate those Bishops who 
were appointed by the Apostles and their 
successors down to ourselves; none of whom 
taught, or even knew, the wild opinions of 
these (heretics). Had the Apostles really 
professed any doctrines which the perfect 
only were to hear, surely they would have 
communicated them to those to whom they 
intrusted their churches. However, as it 
would be tedious to enumerate the whole list 
of successions, I shall confine myself to that 
of Rome, the greatest, most ancient, and 
most illustrious Church founded by the 
glorious Peter and Paul; receiving from 
them her doctrine, which was announced to 
all men, and which, through the succession 
of her Bishops, is come down to us. Thus 
we confound all those who, through evil de- 
signs, or vain-glory, or perverseness, teach 
what they ought not. For to this Church, 
on account of its superior headship, every 
other must have recourse, that is, the 
faithful of all countries in which Church 
has been preserved the doctrine delivered 
by the Apostles.” 

He then enumerates the Popes who had 
succeeded Peter till his day, in the See of 
Rome: 

“Linus, 


Anacletus, Clement, Evaristus, 


- Alexander, Sixtus, Telesphorus, Hyginus, 


Pius; Anicetus, Soter, and Eleutherius, the 
twelfth from the Apostles, who now governs 
the Church.” i 

An immortal utterance of St. lgnatus of 
Antioch runs: “Where the Bishop appears, 
there let the people be, just as where Jesus 
Christ is, there is the Catholic Church” 
(Epis. to the Smyrnaeans, Chap. VIII). 
Thereafter it was quite common for 
Christ’s Church to be called “Catholic.” 
Heresies 

Tertullian, who was a Christian Apolo- 
gist of the second century, wrote as follows 
about heresies, which were quite prevalent 
in his day: 

“It is a maxim not to be controverted, 
that what was first delivered is evangelical 
and true, and what was afterwards import- 
ed is extraneous and false. By this rule all 
future heresies may be tried. But should 
they dare to arrogate to themselves the 
name of Apostolic, because at that time 
they may have been in existence, let them 
produce the origins of their churches, the 
regular succession of their Bishops; and so 
show that the first in that order .was an 
Apostle, or, at least, constantly united with 
the Apostles. For, in this manner the Apos- 
tolic Churches deduce the order of their suc- 
eessions. Smyrna has her Polycarp, ap- 
pointed by St. John; Rome, her Clement, or- 
dained by St. Peter; and so the other 
churches. Let the heretics show this. And 
should they invent something like it, they 
have gained nothing; since their doctrine, 
compared with that of the Apostles, by its 
diversity and contrariety, will show that it 
came not from any Apostle, or Apostolic 
man. For as the Apostles would not have 
taught discordant doctrines, so neither 
would their immediate followers have 
taught differently from them” (De Prae- 
scriptione XXXI)

According to Origen, St. Polycarp visited 
this Pope to discuss the day for the obser- 
vance of Easter. In the East, Easter was 
celebrated on the 14th of the month of 
Nisan, no matter on which day of the week 
it fell, whereas in Rome, it was always ob- 
served on Sunday, just as Christ’s death 
was always observed on Friday. His visit 
to the Pope evidenced the. recognition of 
his headship of the universal Church. 


}2—St, Soter, martyr—174 


In a letter addressed to Pope Soter by St. 
Dionysius of Corinth, the Pope is thanked 
for the generous assistance of alms which 
he had dispensed through Bishops outside 
of Italy. Reminding the Pope of a letter he 
had addressed to the Bishops, St. Dionysius 
said: “Today, therefore, we have kept the 
Holy Lord’s Day, on which we have read 
your letter. 

“We shall always have to eee and be 
admonished, even as the former letter was 
written to us by the ministry of Clement” 
(Euseb. History Eccl. IV, 24). 

Evidently the Bishops outside of Italy 
recognized the supremacy of the Chair of 
Peter. 


13—-St, Eleutherius, martyr—189 


This Pope had severe difficulties with the 
Montanists as he did with the Gnostics and 
Marcionites. 

After his martyrdom neal Eleutherius 
was buried on Vatican Hill near the body 
of St. Peter. 


-St. Victor I], martyr—198 


Pope Victor called the earliest known 
Roman Synod to discuss uniformity in the 
observance of Easter. Acting as the head 
of Catholic Christendom, he ordered the 
Bishops of Asia to observe Easter on Sun- 
day. Although the eastern Bishops did not 
like this ruling, they acquiesced, and from 
the third century on there was one univer- 
sal Christian observance of the Easter 
festival.

who suffered with him, or at least about the 
same time. The bodies of the three saints 
were interred on the Nomentaon Road, but 
were later transferred to the Church of St. 


Sabina, now in charge of the Dominican 


Friars. 


The Sixtus who is mentioned in the 


Canon of the Mass was Sixtus II. From the 
year 112 until the 5th century Phrygia was 
essentially a Christian land. Renan, in his 
Origenes du Christianisme, Vol. III, pp. 
363-4, remarks: “There are found, from the 
third century, on monuments exposed to the 
public gaze, the terms ‘Christianos,’ there 
the formulas of epitaphs conveyed véiled 
references to Christian dogmas; there, 
from the days of Septimius Severus, great 
cities adopted Biblical symbols for their 
coins, or rather adapt their old traditions 
to Biblical narrations. A great number of 
the Christians of Ephesus and Rome came 
from Phrygia.” 

A local Council- was held in Sicily in the 
year 125. 

St. Polyecarp was martyred in the year 
166 at the age of 97, one of the Apostolic 
“Fathers.” He was converted under the 
guidance of St. John the Apostle, who ele- 
vated him to the See of Smyrna. 

A local Council was held in Rome in the 
year 140. 

St. Justin assisted Pope Pius in com- 
bating Gnosticism. He died a martyr in the 
year 178 during the fourth official perse- 
cution under Marcus Aurelius (160-180), 
as did Polycarp in the year 166. The Gnos- 
tics claimed to know all the mysteries of 
the universe, and held that salvation is ob- 
tained by knowledge. This heresy lasted 
until the fifth century. 

This Pope also dealt with Marcion, who 
denied the resurrection of the body, re- 
jecting the entire Old Testament and part 
of the new. 

St. Anicetus, according to Tertullian, 
promised to receive Marcion, after he had 
repented, back into the Church on con- 
dition that he would bring back all whom 
his teaching had perverted. This he was 
striving to do when he died, but he still had 
followers in Egypt, Palestine, Syria, Persia, 
and Cypus. 

This Pope’s feast is observed with ‘that 
of St. Caius on April 22.. St. Caius died 
some over 100 years later. 

St. Appollonius was martyred in Rome 
during the pontificate of Eleutherius. 

The Montanists, named after Montanus, 
a Phrygian, taught that the Holy Ghost was 
through them supplementing the revelation 
of Christ. This heresy spread throughout 
Africa and Gaul, and lasted until the year 
400 when they delivered their Basilicas to 
St. Augustine. 

Tertullian fell victim to this heresy. 

During the greater part of this Pope’s 
reign the Church enjoyed comparative ex- 
ternal peace. Marcia, wife of the Roman 
Emperor, summoned Pope Victor to the 
Imperial Palace where she asked him for a 
list of the Roman Christians who had been 
condemned to forced labor in the mines of 
Sardinia so that she might obtain their 
freedom. 

St. Irenaeus (Adv. Her. IV, 30) informs 
us that Christians were’employed at this 
period as officials of the imperial court. 

Septimius Severus, the succeeding 
Roman Emperor also regarded the Chris- 
tians kindly. He protected Christian men 
and women of rank against the excesses of 
the pagan rabble. Hence Christianity made 
good advances in the capital, and many 
converts from noble families were made.

She died in 
office only three years after elec- 
tion, on October 20, 1914. Her 
monograph studies on education 
and items of current interest, a 
voluminous correspondence, her 
essays on spiritual themes—all 
these place a seal on the life of a 
successful career woman. Janet 
Stuart has left a mark on the lives 
of men. The world will long re- 
member her as a noted educator, 
far in advance of her time,’ and 
as a humanitarian, deeply devoted 
to every form of human better- 
ment.

Munger, the coach, came in the room and called for 
attention. When they had quieted down, the coach said: 


“Bernie Gallagher will be captain of the team for the game to- 


All the members of the squad shouted. Ex-Lieutenant Gal- 
lagher of the Marines, who was cited for valor in the field and 
can wear medals on his chest, got up from where he was sitting 
and stood there and cried. He said it was the greatest honor that 
ever had come to him and he hoped he would be worthy. 


Gallagher spoke of the wonderful job that had been done 
on him in the ming on Okinawa. He seems to look upon it 
as a miracle, for he is a deeply religious young man. He said 
he asked the surgeon right away if he ever would be able to 
play football again.

FB im ony is nothing new about the 
T Formation, as such. It is one 
of the oldest formations in foot- 
ball. When Walter Camp and 
Amos Alonzo Stagg were playing 
football, the T Formation was all 
the rage. 


What is new is its application. 
The rebirth of the T first began 
in Chicago back in the early 1930's. 
George Halas, the owner-coach of 
the Chicago Bears, and Clark 
Shaughnessy, at that time head 
coach at the University of Chi- 
cago, pooled their talents to build 
a new offense that outmoded the 
currently-popular wingback align- 
ments. 


They wanted a balanced forma- 
tion, so they fell back to the old T 
Formation. They dressed it up,/ 
hitched it to the man-in-motion 
principle—and a new era in foot- 
ball was born. 


There are four general types of 
T Formation offenses: The Chi- 
eago Bear T; the Purdue T> the 
‘Shaughnessy T and the Split-Line 
T. They are distinguished by their 
strategy and tactics, rather than 
by appearance. Generally, all T 
teams line up in practically the 
same formation.

He is, that it is the weakest ex- 
pression of His goodness and 
beauty, we shall give a poor idea 
of God indeed, but at least, as far 
as it goes, it will be true, and it 
will lead... to a right attitude of 
mind.” — 

These are lofty thoughts of God, 
and worthy of Him. Yet Mother 
Stuart never permitted them to 
obscure His lowly condescension. 
She never forgot that God has re- 
vealed Himself most truly as a 
Father. As she put it so forcibly:

Paris, Nov. 4.—(NC)—News

everything that is not pro-Soviet. 
It is understandable that we free- 
dom-loving Americans should be 
indignant. In our indignation we 
must not, however, fail to pray 
daily and constantly for Soviet 
Russia; rather, we must in humble 
prayer commit a Godless Russia to 
the omnipotent God of love, of 
justice, and of mercy. God, who 
is not limited to years or to cen- 
turies, will, in His own time and 
manner, dispose all things in Rus- 
Sila according to divine wisdom, 
justice, and mercy.”

Washington, Nov. 4.—-(NC)—An 
appeal to President Truman to “re- 
a this country’s stand on Lith- 
uania, Baltic States” and “to 
direct the proper agencies of this 
Government to initiate active ef- 
forts in helping to restore the 
Sovereign rights, human freedom 
and self-government to Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia,” was contained

The statement recalled that the 
late President Roosevelt, in re- 
ceiving a delegation of the Council 
in 1940, “declared that Lithuania 
had not lost its independence and 
reassured that delegation that 
Lithuania will be free again.” 


Pointing out that the Baltic 
peoples suffered untold hardships 
during the war, the statement add- 
led today they “are still subjected

To appreciate this real Notre 
Dame, one must know of the proud 
heritage of sacrifice that has been 
handed down. from the Univer- 
sity’s founder, the Rev. Edward 
Sorin. C.S.C., a French priest. Fa- 
ther Sorin, who died in 1893, be- 
longed to the Congregation of 
Holv Cross. a teaching order which 
conducts Notre Dame and many 
other educational institutions in 
the United States and other coun- 
tries. 

When Father Sorin and his de- 
voted assistants, six brothers of 
their order, began to construct in 
1842 the first college building at 
Notre Dame, their total capital 
was $400. This was soon exhaust- 
ed. They became so impoverished, 
according to early records. that 
once there were not sufficient shoes 
to go around and no funds to buy 
new ones. So, when one man went 
outdoors that winter another had 
to stay inside. On another occa- 
sion they had to sell a cow to raise 
fifty cents to buy a much-needed 
axe. 

Their first students were six 
sons of fur-trappers and other 
settlers from nearby South Bend. 
who paid for their education most- 
ly in kind because money was 
scarce. In 1853 plague nearly 
wiped out the small teaching com- 
munity. The survivors earried on. 
The advent of the Civil War al- 
most closed the struggling Notre 
Dame. Teachers and students en- 
listed on both sides, but Father 
Sorin somehow managed to keep 
the school open. Then. in 1871, fire 
destroyed the Main Building and 
much valuable equipment. While 
the ruins still smouldered Father 
Sorin set the example for his col- 
fagues by helping laborers to 
Scrape the hot bricks clean of 
cement so that they could be used 
for a new building, the present

The first 
college building, a small two-story 
structure built with hand-made 
bricks, still stands beside one of 
the Iakes. There are forty-five 
other buildings on the present 
campus—thirteen residence halls, 
mostly of Collegiate Gothic: class 
buildings, two of the largest dining 
halls in the country (each seats 
1,500 students), laboratories and 
other structures. 


The College of Arts and Letters, 
which had such an humble begin- 
‘hing 104. years ago, continues to 
‘be the cornerstone of Notre 
Dame's educational system. It has 
grown through the years toe in- 
clude the Departments of Philos- 
ophy, English, Religion, Classics, 
Modern Languages, History, Eco- 
nomics, Political Science, Sociol- 
ogy, Education, Fine Arts, Speech, 
Physical Education, Musie, Jour- 
nalism and Naval Science. 

There are four other colleges at 
Notre Dame—Science, founded in 
1865. Law (1869), Engineering 
(1873) and Commerce (1920). The 
Notre Dame Graduate School was 
Founded in 1918. 

The College of Science comprises 
‘the Departments of Biology, 
|\Chemistry, Physics and Mathe- 
‘matics; the College of Engineer- 
ing, the Departments of Civil En- 
gineering, Mechanical Engineer- 
ing, Electrical Engineering, Chem- 
ical Engineering, Architecture, 
Metallurgy, Aeronautical Engin- 
eering, Engineering Drawing and 
Engineering Mechanics: the Col- 
lege of Commerce, the Depart- 
ments of Accounting, Business 
Administration, Finance and Mar- 
keting. 

Graduate work is offered at 
Notre Dame in Philosophy, Eng- 
lish, the Classics, Modern Lan- 
guages, History, Economics, Po- 
litical Science, Education, Sociol- 
ogy, Biology, Chemistry, Physics, 
Mathematics and Metallurgy.

An unusually large number 
af faculty members, both religidus 
and laymen, have doctor’s regrees 
from many well-known universi- 
ties in the United States and 
abroad. 

The Congregation of Holy Cross 
gives the finest possible education 
to its priests. After finishing 


at Notre Dame, Holy Cross priests 
assigned to teaching pursue grad- 
uate work at. Harvard, Yale, the 
Catholic University of America, 
Columbia, Chicago, Johns Hopkins, 
Northwestern, Wisconsin, the Gre- 
gorian University at Rome, Lou- 
vain, the Sorbonne, Oxford or at 
other leading institutions.

The logic of 
this last comment is absolutely 
incredible.

If parents truly realized the 
relationship of their children te 
God and to theit loving Savior, 
they would certainly not be sat- 
isfied to have them receive the 
minimum amount of religious 
knowledge. Therefore they 
would never send them to the 
public school if it be possible, 
even at considerable inconven- 
ience, to send them to the paro- 
chial school. Would they be 
satisfied to have the child dis- 
continue the study of secular 
subjects after the second or third 
grade? Yet in places where there 
are no parochial schools parents 
seem to be satisfied if their chil- 
dren receive that minimum of 
religious instruction which is re- 
quired for the reception of first 
Holy Communion, less of it than 
is taught in the second grade 
of the parish school. 

The truth is that children whe 
do attend the parochial elemen- 
tary schools for eight years de 
not receive sufficient religious 
instruction and guidance to en- 
able them to defend their faith 
when attacked, or to answer 
questions which their non-Catho- 
lie associates will frequently ask 
them. Eight years of the study 
of religion would seem to be 
plenty, but remember that the - 
mind of the little child is not 
competent to grasp the full im- 
port of the lessons. 

Therefore the average child 
who lays aside the Catechism at 
the age of fourteen, no matter 
how well he may have memork 
zed it, will never have more than 
a fourteen year old mentality in 
relation to religion. What if the 
child were permitted to discon- 
tinue all schooling at the age of 
fourteen, and never did any 
reading thereafter, never used 
the arithmetic taught in school, 
never again looked at a geog- 
raphy map. Would he not later 
have the mentality of a lower 
age than fourteen, precisely be- 
cause he would have forgotten 
much that he learned? In a sim- 
ilar manner, the young man and 
woman who never goes back te 
the Catechism after leaving the 
grade school, who never reads a 
Catholic book, who does not even 
read the Catholic paper, will be 
even less prepared at thirty than 
he or she was, as a boy or girl 
of fourteen, to defend or explain 
his or her faith.
